That on Saturday Morning the 
oth of une laſt, ſhe, the Deponent, was 
ſent for to the Queen, who was in La- 
bour: That the Deponent came preſently, 
and was with the Queen all the time of her 
Labour, and that kneeling down by the 
Midwife, giving her Cloaths for the 
Ouecn, the Midwife told the Deponent, 
that immediately on the next Pain the 
2ucen would be Delivered ; which ac- 
cordingly ſhe was.
